According to Jacobs the sawfish won't feed itself in 
captivity. At certain intervals Jake must stick his arm 
flown to the sawfish's stomach with tasty morsels of squid. 
The sawfish, like most other fish, generally gets its food 1 
from underwater vegetation.

"It's not so tough," Jake told us. "Alter a while fish are 
like individuals. You can almost always guess what they: 
are up to. They get used to you and before you know it*
